DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on % & 9/05 is in 
compliance, with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation that falls 
within the broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered indefinite, since 
the resulting claim does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of the patent 
protection desired. See MPEP § 2173.05(c). Note the explanation given by the Board 
of Patent Appeals and Interferences in Ex parte Wu, 10 USPQ2d 2031, 2033 (Bd. Pat. 
App. & Inter. 1989), as to where broad language is followed by "such as" and then 
narrow language. The Board stated that this can render a claim indefinite by raising a 
question or doubt as to whether the feature introduced by such language is (a) merely 
exemplary of the remainder of the claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a required 
feature of the claims. Note also, for example, the decisions of Ex parte Steigewald, 131 
USPQ 74 (Bd. App. 1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 (Bd. App. 1948); and Ex parte 
Hasche, 86 USPQ 481 (Bd. App. 1949). In the present instance, claims 9-11, 20-22 
recites the broad recitation of the amounts of metal alkyloxide, amino siloxane and color 
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change material, and the claim also recites a narrow range which is the narrower 
statement of the range/limitation. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-3, 5-14, 16-22 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Tong et al [20050058919] in view of Yu et al [5460911] and Markovics et al [5641599]. 
Tong et al teaches a hole-blocking layer in a photoconductive imaging member having a 
metal alkyloxide and an amino siloxane. Markovics et al fails to teach the use of a 
pigment in the hole-blocking layer. Both Yu et al and Markovics teach an 
electrophotographic imaging member comprising a substrate, a hole blocking, an 
optional interface adhesive layer, a charge generating layer and a charge transport 
layer. The hole blocking layer comprising a light absorbing material selected from the 
group consisting of a dye, pigment, or mixture thereof dissolved or dispersed in a hole- 
blocking matrix comprising a film-forming polymer. Markovics teaches the dyes in Col. 
7-8. Yu et al teaches the dyes in Col. 18. It would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of applicants' invention with a reasonable expectation of success to 
use the light absorbing pigments in the hole-blocking layer to control the plywood effect 
and light absorption of the layer as taught in Tong et al. 

4. Claims 4 &15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
